Subject: Request from the Director of the 
Central Intelligence for State 
Department Policy Statements. 


In the attached letter dated October 24, 1946, 
to yr. Eddy, General Vandenberg, Director of Central 
Intelligence, has requested that CIG be furnished with 
the Department's Quarterly Policy and Information 
Statements. 


The reasons given by General Vandenberg for 
desiring to receive the Policy and Information State** 
ments are that CIG feels Intelligence requirements 
cannot be developed without full knowledge of perti¬ 
nent national policy and that he considers the De¬ 
partment's policy statements to come within the cate¬ 
gory of material included in the phrase "necessary 
facilities, Intelligence, and Information In the 
possession of our respective departments" as used 
in paragraph 7 of NIA Directive No. 1, copy attached, 
to describe the material which CIG Is authorized to 
receive in the performance of Its mission. General 
Vandenberg appears to desire the Department's policy 
statements for the purpose of Including them in 
Part I of documents on "National Intelligence Re¬ 
quirements ," pertaining to various countries, to be 
•distributed by CIG. 


We, therefore, recommend that General Vandenberg' 
Request be denied. Ob.jective foreign intelligence is 
critically essential in the formulation of our foreign 
policy. The procural of this intelligence, its corre- 
Eation and coordination is the function of CIG as the 
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operating arm of the National Intelligence Authority. 

This process cannot be unbiased and objective if it 
is colored or affected by policy pronouncements 
which are based on intelligence derived from sources 
with which CIG is unfamiliar and which it is in no 
position to evaluate. It is believed that General 
Vandenberg’s requirements in the field of policy 
orientation can be met by ‘specific directives 
furnished him by the State Department’s representative 
on the Intelligence Advisory‘Board after such directives 
have been considered and cleared by the Department’s 
Advisory Committee on Intelligence (ACI). 

Incidentally, the policy statements requested 
by General Vandenberg would appear not to be covered 
in the phrase "strategic and national policy intelligence" 
which paragraph 2 of NIA Directive No. 1 charges CIG 
with responsibility for furnishing to the President, 
the State, War, and Navy Departments, and to others*

Briefly, tbo Do por t wo nt *• position with regard te tte own Polity 
Statements Is that Intel 1 if ec so information should bo available to 
influence Department policy, bat that current Department Polity Itate- 
rani* b herald net bo made available to lnfluonoe Inttlllfenoo Inferos- 
lion. For this reason the Policy Statements sro not furnished te our 
own planners and researchers In this off loo. 


The problem Is not one of security of tbo documents, which it 
Is quite cloer would be folly protected In CIO. It lo the conviction 
of the Department, however, that the security of the essential lafor- 
tsation lo the Policy Statements would not be Insured merely by protec¬ 
tion of the documents* If, as stated in paragraph 2 of your letter, - 
a CXC draft of national lntellifeooe rwprtromoti for Chino were te 
consist of throe parte* the first part of whldb would bo *U3* pallay 
towards Chine.* It vowid follow that the mobilisation of iotellifonOo 
rosouroco would bo mode te fit that cam e l policy. With the potiblo 
roorUntatlctt of that pclicr r whether la Ohio* or i* any etbergimniry, 
there ovoid fellow, promarnbly a reorientation of the direeii»W£f®fe.
